And where so many millions are involved, the temptation is tre- | 
mendous for many and varied interests to seek a cut from those mil- 
lions. The temptation is there for false publicity, money under the 
table to influence legislation, payoff for political favors. 

And there is plenty of evidence to indicate that there has been | 
action from this temptation. 

Judging by Mr. Collins’ comments, the city of Long Beach is not 
the big bad villain that some interests have said that it is. Actually, 
the city seems to have handled a difficult situation rather well and| 
from where we sit, it would appear that state officials and Long Beach 
officials had better keep their wits about them, dealing honestly and 
in good faith with each other, or much of the vast wealth from state 
tidelands oil may well get away from both the city and state. 

Mr. Collins appears to be well aware of this. Others in the state 
perhaps not so well aware. 

But of this we are sure: when so much wealth is involved, persons 
entering into specific legal cases, or who support or oppose recom- 
mended legislation, should first find out where propaganda money is 
coming from and who stands to profit from any suggested plan or 
from any forced legal action, or in short, who is paying whom and 
why. 

In multimillion dollar deals of this type, a considerable amount of 
skepticism, plus a thorough digging for motives, is usually a good ap- 
proach.

Benson, well-known orchardist of 
this city, is making his arrange- 
ments to market a new insecticide, 
which, it is claimed, is more effi- 
cient than any spray yet discov- 
ered and one which is fatal to all 


sorts of insect life. 


Chlore - Napholeum is the trade 
name of the liquid which Mr. Ben- 
son has invented and which he has 
thoroughly tested out. The chief 
claim of the spray lies in the fact 
that it can be placed upon grapes 
or any of the deciduous trees and 
the fruit eaten immediately there- 
after without danger of poisoning. 
In addition to being instantly 
fatal to the insects, it destroys the 
eggs at the same time. 

The spray was eminently suc- 
cessful in tests against thrip in 


the Strathmore district.

Figh fences around the garden, 
or better yet, around the lambs. 
This disease should not be con- 
fused with Duck Pox which usu- 
ally occurs on smaller plants 
costing sixty cents a dozen. 


If you're not bothered by 
either of these you surely have 
aphis, mildew, scale, cut worms, 
snails, slugs, gophers, or some 
other vegetarian. These should 
be aHached now while they're 
still young and tender. Some of 
them become grandparents in a 
matter of minutes and each gen- 
eration is hardier than the last.
